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POLICY ON JOURNAL COPYRIGHT 


Our aim, in requiring authors to assign copyright to the British 


Society for the Philosophy of Science, is to protect their interests. 


Authors retain the. right to use their own material in which the 
Society has copyright in other publications which they write or 
edit, without seeking permission from the Society, but are asked 
to state that the material was first published in the British 
Journal for the Philosophy of Science. In this case we will make 


no charge to the publisher (unless the author requests us to do so). 


If a publisher approaches us for permission to use material in 
which the Society has copyright, we will refer the matter to the 
author, and accept any agreement reached between author and 
publisher without charging any commission, though we would ask that 
it should be stated that the material was first published in the 
British Journal for the Philosophy of Science. Should the author 
prefer the Society to deal with the publisher, we will try to 


secure a reasonably high fee, but charge a commission of 25%. 


If the author cannot be traced we will act on his/her behalf and 
will retain the fee with the intention of passing on 75% of it 

if aver the author's address becomes known. Should the author have 
died the above will apply pari passu to his/her executor or 


personal representative. 
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
